§ 1. The folio-wing grammar treats of the South Maithili dialect, 
spoken in South Darhhangd, North Munger, and the Mmlhopura subdivision 
nl lUmgalpur. This dialect is founded on the much more archaio North

Maithili dialect spoken in North Darbkangd and the Supaul subdivision 
of Bkagalpur. The peoplo who speak it dwell along the north bank of the 
river Ganges, apd the intercourse with foreigners thereby produced has 
tended to phonetically develop their language into a more convenient and 
flexible form than that of the somewhat cumbrous Northern Maithili. 
A grammar and reading-book of Northern Maithili has been published by 
the Asiatic Society of Bengal.* I have much pleafcuro in recording my 
thanks to Maul’wi Ibn-i-Husain, Head Master, Muhammadan Academy, 
Tdjpur, who has given me valuable information regarding the dialect of 
South Darbhanga,

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CHAPTEE III. 

PRONOUNS. 

§ 22. The following tables show the declensional forms of the prin¬ 
cipal pronouns and pronominal forms. 

The doolension of pronouns presents some important points of difference 
from that of nouns, which must be oarefully noticed* 

While nouns frequently remain unchanged before post-positions, 
pronouns, with few exceptions, olmnge to some other form, called the oblique 
or inflected base . 

The accusative singular of pronouns is, with one or two exceptions, 
never the same as the nominative. The only exception is kichhu, i any- 
tiling/ i something.’ In circumstances corresponding to those in whioh the 
accusative of a noun takes the nominative form, the accusative of a pronoun 
takes the oblique form without any post-position. 

The genitive forms of pronouns ending in x: r and it n are also to be 
noticed. They have all oblique forms ending in TT rd or wr nd> for which 
see § 34. 

Pronouns have the same form, whether referring to masculine or 
feminine nouns. With the exception of the pronouns of the second person, 
they all want the vocative case.

As a matter of fact 
feminine forms are rarely used except in the west of the district. Perhaps 
the second plural feminine is the one which is most current. 


§ 35 a. As already observed (§ 1), the language spoken in South 
Durbhanga, North Hunger, and Madhepur is in the main Maithili. In 
the eastern portions, however, there is observable a tendency toward the 
sami-Bang&li of South Bhagalpur and Purniya.

§ 46a. The Use of the Various Verbal Terminations. 

It will bo noticed that each person has many terminations, but they do 
not all mean exactly the same thing. At the same time it must be noted that 
this multiplicity of verbal forms is partly duo to local and personal circum¬ 
stances—an inhabitant of one place using one set of forms, and an inhabit¬ 
ant of another, another. This is due to the want of a literature, whioh 
would fix each verbal form in its proper and exact shade of meaning The 
following instructions will help to explain approximately the more customary 
uses of the forms. 




SOUTH MAITHIli QEAMMAK. 


In the first place it must be noted that in the Maithili dialect, generally, 
number is continually disregarded, verbs in the singular form being used 
■with plural subjects, and vice vend. Thus, take d&kKlak , which is 

properly third singular preterite. The following examples show that it can

been divided into singular and plural. The answer is twofold,—first, that 
though no longer used in their proper sense, the terminations were originally 
singular and plural as written, and in songs (which always conserve an 
older form of the language) they are so used to the present day. Seoondly, 
at the present day there is this important difference in their use,—singular 
terminations (especially in the second and third persons) are always used 
non-honorifically, and plural terminations honorifically, as regards the 
subject; thus, u dtkh’lak (singular) means ‘he (that humble person) 

saw/ hut u dekh’lanh (plural) r he (that respectable person) saw/ 

In the first person, however, this distinction has been lost, and singular 
and plural are used indiscriminately. 

There is another way of looking at a verbal form, and that is the 
relation it hears to the object. There is nothing like this in any European 
language; so it requires more careful exemplification in the present case. 
For the purposes of the present explanation a sentence may be divided 
into subject, verb, and object. The object may be direct or remote. Thus, 
in ‘the king gave a village to the br&hman/ ‘'the king’ is the subject, 
( gave 9 is the verb, ‘ a village 3 is the direct object, and ‘the brahman 5 is 
the remote object. So in ‘the child fell on the ground/ for the purposes 
of the present explanation ‘ the ground 9 may be considered as the remote 


USE OF THE V AKIOUS YEKHAL TERMINATIONS. 

European grammar the form of a verb depends on the subjeot, 
i.e,, we say that it agrees with its subject in number and person, but the 
object (direct or remote) has no effect at all on the form of the verb. In 
Bih&ri, on the contrary, the selection of the verbal form to be used largely 
depends upon the object. Thus, while in Europe we must say that the verb 
agrees with its subject in number and person* in Bihar we must say that 
it agrees with its subjeot, and also with its objeot, in honour and person. 

The following are approximately the rules on this point:— 

(a) The terminations ending in ^ au or auk are used when the 
object (direct or remote) is in the second person and is considered inferior 
to the speaker. If, however, the termination is pronounced with a drawl, 
something like a-o, the objeot is mentioned with some, but not great, respect. 

Exception.—H the verb itself is in the second person, the objeot may be 
in the first or third person. 

(J) The terminations ending in ’hi, $ ai, and aik, are used 
when the objeot (direct or remote) is in the first or third person, and is 
considered inferior to the speaker. 

(c) The tormina tions ending in tt'tf ainh are used generally when the 
object (direct or remote) is mentioned with respeot. 

The following examples will make the above clear :—

between singular and plural, and that the first person is used instead of the 
second when respect is intended.)
